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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Wellner does not 
disclose "wherein the position of the nib is computed using an observed perspective distortion on an imaged tag and known geometry of 
pen optics." In response, the following is disclosed on p. 30 of the Applicant's specification "The pen determines the position and orientation 
of its nib on the netpage by imaging, in the infrared spectrum, an area 193 of the page in the vicinity of the nib. It 

decodes the nearest tag and computes the position of the nib relative to the tag from the observed perspective distortion on the imaged tag 
and the known geometry of the pen optics. Although the position resolution of the tag may be low, because the tag density 
on the page is inversely proportional to the tag size, the adjusted position resolution is quite high, exceeding the minimum resolution 
required for accurate handwriting recognition." Wellner discloses methods of using the pen in combination with marks that represent a 
unique identifier code that would work in a way similar to well-known identifiers (col. 4, lines 30-64). Once the pen is placed onto the paper, 
the pen senses the information based on its position (fig.3 — all). The Applicant discusses that there is no mention of perspective distortion; 
however, the perspective distortion may be calculated depending on the position of the pen and how the image is translated from the 
scanned image on the paper. The Applicant discusses computing the position of the nib, but there is no mention of how this computation is 
specifically performed in the claims. Therefore, the Examiner has given the broadest reasonable interpretation. 
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
